During a conversation with J. B. 


Arpln on Saturday that gentleman 
stated Hint, In his opinion, It would 
cause a gu>at having of lifo from 
drowning each your If canoo manu- 
facturers would obsserve certain rules 
In turning out their product, lhat 
they now pay no attention to ill all. 


II was hit opinion thai if those 


cnnoex were made with tho seats In 
the bouts lower, or without seats at 
all, thorn would bo ninny less cup- 
sizing accidents, and consequently 
less drowlnlngh. Canoes, as they am 
made these days aro inamifaoliiiod 
lo look nice and Boll well, regardless 
of whether they aro safe to navigate 
or not. Most of the canoes are own- 
ed and operated by young people who 
have not hud a great deal ol expe- 
rience in running a bout. 
With an 


old hand on the water a canoe Is com- 
paratively safe, but when It is an In- 
experienced boy with on« or two 
friends of probably less experience, 
there is immediately danger of a 
capsize, and tho fact thai the occu- 
pants may be good swimmers does 
not seem lo make much difference in 
the mortality list. 


H Is Mr. ArpIn'H opinion that (he 


manufacturers of canoes should bo, 
aaked to put the seats In these, boats 
not more that four inchos from the 
bottom thus keeping tho load as low 
as possible and reducing the danger 
of a tipover to tho minimum. 
It 


would be even better If there wero 
no seats at all in the boat, hut of 
course there are several reasons why 
this plan would not, he acceptable to 
either the manufacturer or the buyer. 


Mr. Arp'n also suggested that the 


pulmoter thai the city has the use of 
should be put in a public place whero 
It would be accessible at all times of 
the day or night. 
In a case of a 


drowning accident a few minutes 
of time either lost or saved may moan 
the saving or losing of a life, BO that 
It should not bo necessary to hnvo to 
hunt somebody up that may not bo 
readily accessible In n case of this 
kind. 


Mr, Arpin also thluke that there, 


should be several sets of grappling 
hooks ou each side of tho river to 
be kept on the bridge or some place- 
equally accessible, where they could 
be obtained by anybody on short no- 
tice and brought Into use without 
the usual delay 'in such matters, 
thus saving a few minutes at a time 
when minutes count. 


One more suggestion that ho made 


was that a signal be agreed upon in 
case of an accident so that (ho fire 
whistle could be blown in such a man- 
ner lhat everybody Jn town, who 
heard it would know what tbo mat- 
ter was and could respond at once 
and give their assistance in caso It 
was possible for them, to do so. 


Mr. Arpln Is a man who Is one of 


the first to respond to a call of dis- 
tress in case of an accident, and nev- 
er fails to bo on hand and do all he 
can, and as a consequence it is a 
hatter on which he has put consid- 
erable thought and study, and he 
no doubt speaks with more intelli- 
gence that could anybody else in the 
city, and the result is that his sug- 
gestions are we'l worth considering. 
Mr, Arpin has done more lo bring 
about the establishment of the swim- 
ming pool than any other citizen we 
have, and since its establishment ho 
has devoted much of his tima and 
money in the eeffort to mako tho

Tere punishment than hanging was 
considered by the Supreme Court of 
tte United States in Maloy versus 
South Carolina, In which the court np- 
Seld tho constitutionality of such a 
taw as affecting an offense committed 


\piior u> the statute. The contention 


was made that every law changing the 
punishment and Inflicting a greater 
one than the law annexed to the crime 
when committed is unconstitutional as 
being an ex post facto law, but the 
Supreme Court holds that the South 
Carolina statute Is not such a law.

than hanging, the Central Law Jour- 
nal says: •

H*ln 
fell lu many places during the early- 
part of the week, followed by warmer 
weather, which haa boon most bene- 
ficial to tho grain. Breaking and Bum- 
mer-fallowlng were well under way, 
and conditions generally worn most 
promising. 


The following reports have been re- 


ceived by the department from tha 
various centers: Donholm—A llttlo 
rain needed In tho northern part to> 
start late train; remainder ot district 
plenty of moisture. Davidson—Ideal 
growing weather; a few fanners har- 
rowing grain to conservo molsturo by 
breaking crust formed since last rain. 
North Dattleford to Prince Albert- 
Good growing weather; crops looking 
well. Slight damago near North Dat- 
tleford from cutworms; lecent rains 
beneficial. Klndoraloy—Crops looking 
fine and prospects good; plenty ot 
moisture, with prospects of more rain. 
Every slough In this country is full. 
Prince Albert—Crops In fair condition, 
though cutworms and light 
frosts 


Iiavo dono damngo in some sections. 
Havo had moderate quantity of rain. 


Owing to prompt marketing of the 


harvest of 1914, tho farmers were en- 
abled to devote raoro time than usual 
to cultivation In tho autumn, under 
conditions which woro decidedly fa- 
vorable, and that, combined with tho 
opportunities for noil preparation pre- 
sented by nn early spring this year, 
has resulted in tho seeding of ft wheat 
area estimated at twenty-live per cent 
greater than last year. Areas sowa 
to outs and flax may ho loss than lant 
yanr, because of the concentration, 
upon Iho coreal in greater demand for 
export Wheat seeding was completed 
eight days earlier than tho average, 
under almost Ideal conditions. 


Alberta. 


"Prospects 
excellent. 
Abundant 


moisture throughout thn province, fol- 
lowing rain. Area thirty to thlrty-flvo 
per cent greater. Crop generally two 
weeks earlier." 


Attention is drawn to the fact that 


tho land haa not boon In such fine con- 
dition to work for years; neither bo* 
there been as much moisture as thoro 
was last autumn. This was protected 
during tho winter by a little more than, 
tho average snowfall, which remained 
on the land, not being removed by tho 
warm chlnook winds, as IB usually tho 
case. There never has been a more 
optimistic feeling than exists today, 
judging by tho Information received 
from various parts of tho province. Wo 
feel justified In saying that tho crop 
never went In under moj'o favorable 
circumstances; weather splendid and 
land particularly well worked. 


While it is true that the acreage will 


bo greatly Increased, It Is pleasing to 
learn that despite the high price ot 
feed, tbo receipts of milk and cream at 
tho dairies continue to keep up, and 
that tho output of tho creameries ha» 
Increased In quantity. 


One ot tho most encouraging thing* 


in last year's work was tho increase ot 
practically thirty per cent In tho out- 
put of cream and butter south ot Cal- 
gary. 


Manitoba. 


Owing to the exceptionally early har- 


vest last year and favorable tall 
weather, a much larger acreage of 
land was prepared than usual, and 
partly for the same reason and tho 
prospects of high prices for all kinds 
ot grain, farmers took more pains In 
the preparation of land, so that the 
spring opened up with 1,235,000 acres 
of fully prepared land above the pre- 
vious year. Seeding was general by 
the 7th of April, «omo days In advance 
of tho average. Since that time tho 
weather has been exceptionally favor- 
able for tho sowing of wheat, and tho 
farmers have taken full advantage ot 
it. Much of the crop Is now above tho 
surface. There has been a very gen- 
eral and liberal rainfall; this will 
hasten the germination ot the recently 
sown wheat, and will prevent the soli 
from drifting off tho later sown crop. 
The area sown In wheat is fully 16 per 
cent greater than last year. 


To sum up the agricultural situation 


generally, the Department of Agricul- 
ture says: "Tho areS'tB largei' tuaa. 
usual, the land has been well prepared, 
and the wheat has been sown at the 
right time; not BO early as to run the 
risk of being killed off by frost, but 
sufficiently early to Insure Its ripening 
In the fall."—Advertisement.

peail-flshing grounds known to man. 
For thousands of years they have 
sent forth the choicest gems to add 
luster to the crown of royal ruler or 
to adorn the bosom of the fairest 
queen of culture and wealth, 


after nightfall of a pleasant evening 


)ur little sleamer sailed out of the harbor of Co- 
ombo, bound for the "pearly shores," for an 
anchorage a few miles off the port of Arippu, 
near which place the pearl-fishing fleet was to be- 
-"In operations at the rising of the sun. In Cey- 
on the oyster beds are under government super- 
ision, and about March of each year a great 


pearl-fishing expedition hovers over the waters 
of the Gulf of Mannar. 
The personnel of the 


fleet Is made up of Malays, Arabs, Indians, Singa- 
lese, and those from various other branches of 
India's teeming millions. 


The experience of the stranger with the unique 


fiaet is not disappointing. The sight of thou- 
sands of divers from hundreds of little boats, 
plunging into the water or riding downward 
astride heavy weights, rising with their treas- 
ures, others returning to the watery depths, the 
babel of strange voices combine to paint a pic- 
turesque and lasting impression upon the mind 
of the visitor. 


The waters around Ceylon and those of the 


Gulf of California have the richest pearl-produc- 
ing oyster beds in existence. Situated on oppo- 
site sides of the earth, it is interesting to com- 
pare the work of the pearl hunters or divers so 
far separated, yet pursuing many methods in 
common in the search for precious gems beneath 
the waters. 
In Ceylon upon a given signal the 


diving begins; the boats are small and hold com- 
fortably eight or twelve persons. 
The men 


wear few clothes, and each man takes a turn at 
diving, for all of them appear to be experts. A 
rope with weight attached is thrown over the 
side of the boat, the diver attaches himself to 
the rope, and his assistant lowers him into the 
water. Other divers plunge downward unassist- 
ed. Around the diver hangs a bag, within which 
he places the oysters as rapidly as he can pick 
them from the sea bottom. 


On the Mexican coast, of which La Paz Is the 


general rendezvous, the method of pearling is 
much the same as in Ceylon. Many of the ves- 
sels used are larger, and the modern diving suit 
is more In evidence. There is usually a large 
sailboat called the "mother," and probably half a 
dozen smaller ones termed "luggers." The lat- 
ter are manned by a crew of six or eight men, 
one or two of whom are divers. The small boats 
transfer their catches at frequent intervals to 
the larger vessel stanSing by, where the shells 
are opened and carefully examined for pearls. 


What is a pearl? ' Before considering other 


pearl-fishing grounds, especially those of the 
Americas, it may be of interest to know just how 
the pearl is produced; that is, so far as the scien- 
tific reader is concerned.

come Exceedingly Popular In 


Numerous Sections. 


Hundreds of churches throughout 


the country are now equipped with 
all the machinery used for giving mov- 
ing picture shows. The church inovia, 
which has aptly been called the si- 
lent sermon, is proving a great suc- 
cess in attracting large congregations, 


A great variety of special films 


have been prepared suitable for such 
use, and a clergyman in selecting a 
subject to his taste finds a surprising 
variety to choose from. 
There are 


films suitable for sermons ou all the 
commandments, as well as many of 
the most familiar texts in the Bible 
Several of the firms making n special- 
ty of such films issue regular cata- 
logues to assist clergymen in select- 
ing silent sermons.' 


In scores of churches the projecting 


machines are part of the church furni- 
ture. 
The rigid laws laid down by 


the firs departments apply as well to 
churches as to theaters and the ma- 
chines must be set up in fireproof me- 
tallic rooms. The electric wiring is 
arranged so that the sermon may be 
turned on conveniently in the main 
church auditorium or tho lecture or 
chapter rooms. 


The screens and the rest of tlio 


equipment are ot the usual standard 
type. Many of the film houses which 
supply churches have small theaters 
or exhibition rooms where n clergy- 
man may have a trial exhibition of a 
silent sermon before dellnitely order- 
Ing it. 


The film sermons are rented out at 


a regular rate, according to their 
length and the nature of the produc- 
tion. 
In producing these silent ser- 


mons a regular church service is fol- 
lowed, consisting of the singing of 
hymns, prayers and reading of the 
lesson. The films are carefully timed 
to fit into the plnco assigned them. 
Some of the catalogues of silent ser- 
mons suggest church services to ac- 
company them, giving the numbers of 
appropriate hymns and Scriptural les- 
sons. 
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the fisheries of Ceylon or those o£ the Persian 
gulf, Columbus and those who followed in his 
wake often found uncivilized natives wearing 
pearls of great value. 
Indeed, so many pearls 


were found off the Venezuelan coast that early 
explorers gave the name of "El Gulfo de las 
Perlas" to certain waters where the pearls ap- 
peared to be plentiful. 


Today the pearl fisheries of Margarita island, 


off the Venezuelan coast, become active each au- 
tumn, when hundreds of small boats present a 
scene not unlike that of the pearl season of Cali- 
fornia or Ceylon.. 


Many of the expert divers of Venezuela have 


engaged themselves to an Ecuadorian company 
which Is developing pearl fishing along the coast 
of that country. Near the little port of Manta 
the results have proved quite satisfactory, and 
during a recent year about $20,000 worth of 
pearls were shipped to European markets. 


About the shores of numerous islands in the 


Bay of Panama there are pearl fisheries. One of 
these Islands, to which the name of Pearl has 
been given, has long been supplying pearls of 
greater or less value. The work about this and 
other islands of Panama bay Is carried on like 
that of Lower California. One of the great diffi- 
culties encountered Is the heavy tides of this 
section of the Pacific, which prevent steady work. 


There are various other sections of the oceans 


that supply fine pearls, such as the shore of 
Queensland (Australia), the Red sea, New Guinea 
waters, about the Island of Madagascar, and 
elsewhere. Generally speaking, an ordinary fish- 
ing boat party expects to secure several tons of 
shells a day, and possibly one shell in a thousand 
contains a pearl. The Mexican waters in which 
fishing Is done are from 30 to 60 feet deep, and 
the fleet la active four to six months In the year, 
beginning operations in the autumn. A pearling 
expedition as equipped for the Mexican waters 
often costs ?10,000 to $15,000 to outfit, and pos- 
sibly at the end of the season the catch may not 
be worth half the amount expended. But if no 
mishap occurs to any ot the little vessels the

ever obtained in Mexican fisheries was sent to 
Paris and there sold to the emperor of Austria 
for $10,000. On another occasion the government 
of Spain presented to Napoleon III a black Mex- 
ican pearl valued at $25,000.

tints of black, blue and green are quite rare, and 
the Mexican and Panama pearls often combine 
these colorings, and apparently have reached 
pearl perfection. 


The Venezuelan 
fisheries produce annually 


and most striking definitions is that suggested , supply of mother-of-pearl shells obtained should 
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by a French scientist, who says "a pearl Is the 
brilliant sarcophagus of a worm." 
Others go 


more into detail and declare that the growth of 
the pearl is often associated with a possible de- 
gree of annoyance or pain. The tiny deposit that 
finds Itself within the shell of a mollusk or oyster 
may be introduced accidentally or purposely, as 
we shall see later. The foreign substance within 
the shell is believed to irritate the oyster and 
he begins to cover it with a series of thin layers 
of calcium carbonate. Little by little these pe- 
tuliar layers are formed, and in a few years a 
beautiful pearl may be the result, or the forma- 
tion may prove absolutely worthless. 


Pearl-forming mollusks are widely distributed 


-over the world, and they may be univalves or 
bivalves; in the former shape we sometimes find 
them in conchs and in the latter classification in 
clams and oysters. The subject in various rami- 
fications has proved interesting and fascinating 
to investigators; but this story is only a general 
talk about the pearl, and the scientific details are 
left to those who make a serious study of the 
nature of this famous and much-prized ornament. 


Salt-water pearl fishing in the Americas has 


been pursued from our earliest history, and while 
these pearling waters may not be as ancient as 


be of sufficient value to repay the general out- 
fitting expenses. 


One of the allied Industries of pearl fishing is 


that of obtaining valuable shells, which we know 
as mother-of-pearl. The latter are found gener- 
ally along with the pearl fisheries; and often 
when no pearls exist within the oyster the shells 
themselves may be of considerable value. 


Mother-of-pearl is defined as the "internal na- 


creous lining of the molluscan shell." This shell, 
as is well known, Is in general use in our homes, 
where It Is highly prized for toilet articles, for 
handles to knives, for buttons, and countless 
other services where a high polish and lasting 
qualities are desired. The monks and other In- 
habitants of Bethlehem are said to be among the 
world's most skilled workers in mother-of-pearl 
shells; the beautiful ornaments that come from 
that ancient city are highly valued in leading 
cities of Europe and America. 


Pearls in Lthe Americas, as in other countries, 


should now be within the reach of those of mod- 
est means. Today to world markets of London, 
Bombay, Paris or La Paz the pearl is selling for 
about half its ordinary value. 


It is said that pearls from waters of the Amer- 


icas are to be seen in the crowns of most Euro- 


more than half a million dollars' worth of pearls 
Many of the world's most beautiful gems have 
come from that country, and it is said that In 
1579 
King Philip of Spain obtained from near 


Margarita island a pearl weighing 250 carats, 
which was variously estimated to be worth from 
$40,000 to $100,000. 
The most perfect pearl in 


the world is said to be "La Pellegrlna." a rare 
gem that Is preserved in the Zosima museum in 
Moscow; it weighs 28 carats, is globular in form, 
and originally came from Indian waters. 
The 


world's largest pearl is in the Hope collection 
in the Victoria and Albert museum, London. It 
weighs three ounces and has a circumference 
of 414 Inches. 


One of the world's leading authorities on pearls 


Is Dr. George F. Kunz. According to a recent 
writer, the former says that a pearl of the finest 
grade should have "a perfect skin, fine orient 
or delicate texture, be free from specks or flaws, 
and be of translucent white color, with a sub- 
dued iridescent sheen. 
It should be perfectly 


spherical, or if not, of symmetrical shape. White 
or pink pearls are the finest, owing to their deli- 
cate sheen." 


In China and Japan the mention of the pearl 


occurs in the history of those countries as early 
as 1000 B. C. Pearling industry in both nations 
has passed down through the ages, and even 
today it gives employment to many workers, 
skilled and,unskilled. Visitors to Japan will be 
especially interested in Mikimoto's pearl farms 
at Argo bay; they are marvels of scientific ac- 
complishment in the propagation of pearls. The 
methods pursued are more or less as follows: 
The young oysters are brought from the water, 
a serum is injected Into the shell; this substance 
sets up irritation within, and the oyster, it seems, 
then begins to coat the offensive foreign matter 
with layer after layer of calcareous deposits. A 
few years pass and the same oyster Is fished 
from the waters and his pearl-making work ex- 
amined. 
Possibly a beautiful pearl may have 


been formed. 


Many so-called pearls seen today are but Imi- 


tations of the genuine article, and some of them 
are so cleverly constructed ,that a trained eye 
is required to see the deception.

our little steamer sailed out of the harbor oE Co- 
lombo, bound for the "pearly shores," for an 
anchorage a few miles off the port of Arippu, 
near which place the penrl-Oshing fleet was to be- 
gin operations at the rising of the sun. In Cey- 
lon the oyater beds are under government super- 
vision, and about March of each year a great 
pearl-flshing expedition hovers over the waters 
of tho Gulf of. Mannar. 
The personnel of the 


fleet 18 made up of Malays, Arabs, Indians, Singa- 
leso, and those from various other branches of 
India's teeming millions. 


The experience of the stranger with the unique 


fleet is not disappointing. 
The sight of thou- 


sands of divers from hundreds of little boats, 
plunging into tho water or riding downward 
astride heavy weights, rising with their treas- 
ures, otaers returning to the watery depths, the 
babel of strange voices combine to paint a pic- 
turesque and lasting impression upon the mind 
of the visitor. 


The waters around Ceylon and those of the 


Gulf of California have the richest pearl-produc- 
ing oyster beds in existence. Situated on oppo- 
site sides of the earth, It is interesting to com- 
pare the work of the pearl hunters or divers, so 
far separated, yet pursuing many methods in 
common in the search for precious gems beneath 
the waters. In Ceylon upon a given signal the 
diving begins; the boats are small and hold com- 
fortably eight or twelve persons. 
The men 


wear few clothes, and each man takes a turn at 
diving, for all of them appear to be experts. A 
rope with weight attached is thrown over the 
elde of the boat, the diver attaches himself to 
the rope, and his assistant lowers him into the 
water. Other divers plunge downward unassist- 
ed. Around the diver hangs a bag, within which 
he places the oysters as rapidly as he can pick 
them from the sea bottom. 


On tho Mexican coast, of which La Paz Is the 


general rendezvous, the method of pearling is 
much the same as in Ceylon. Many of the ves- 
sels used are larger, and the modern diving suit 
is more in evidence. There is usually a large 
sailboat called the "mother," and probably half a 
dozen smaller ones termed "luggers." 
The lat- 


ter are manned by a crew of six or eight men, 
one or two of wfiom are divers. The small boats 
transfer their catches at frequent intervals to 
the larger vessel stan3ing by, where the shells 
are opened and carefully examined for pearls. 


What is a pearl? ' Before considering other 


pearl-fishing grounds, especially those of the 
Americas, it may be of interest to know just how 
the pearl is produced; that is. so far as the scien- 
tific reader is concerned. One of the shortest 
and most striking definitions is that suggested . 
by a French scientist, who says "a pearl is the 
brilliant sarcophagus- of a worm." 
Others go 


taore into detail and declare that the growth of 
the pearl is often associated with a possible de- 
gree of annoyance or pain. The tiny deposit that 
finds Itself within the shell of a mollusk or oyster 
may be introduced accidentally or purposely, as 
we shall see later. The foreign substance within 
the shell is believed to irritate the oyster and 
he begins to cover it with a series of thin layers 
of calcium carbonate. Little by little these pe- 
culiar layers are formed, and in a few years a 
beautiful pearl may be the result, or the forma- 
tion may prove absolutely worthless. 


Pearl-forming mollusks are widely distributed 


.over the world, and they may be univalves or 
bivalves; in the former shape we sometimes find 
them In conchs and in the latter classification in 
clams and oysters. The subject in various rami- 
fications has proved interesting and fascinating 
to investigators; but this story is only a general 
talk about the pearl, and the scientific details are 
left to those who make a serious study of the 
nature of this famous and much-prized ornament.

the fisheries of Ceylon 'or those of tue Persian 
gulf, Columbus and those who followed in bis 
wake often found uncivilized natives wearing 
pearls of great value. 
Indeed, so many pearls 


were found off the Venezuelan coast tbat early 
explorers gave the name of "El Gulfo <3e las 
Perlas" to certain waters where the pearls ap- 
peared to be plentiful. 
Today the pearl fisheries of Margarita island, 


off the Venezuelan coast, .become active each au- 
tumn, when hundreds .of small boats present a 
scene not unlike that of the pearl season of Cali- 
fornia or Ceylon.. 


Many of the expert divers of Venezuela have 


engaged themselves to an Ecuadorian company 
which Is developing pearl fishing along the coast 
of that country. Near the little port of Manta 
the results have proved quite satisfactory, and 
during a recent year about $20,000 worth of 
pearls were shipped to-European markets. 


About the shores of numerous islands in the 


Bay of Panama there are pearl fisheries. One of 
these Islands, to which the name of Pearl has 
been given, has long been supplying pearls of 
greater or less value. The work about this and 
other islands of Panama bay is carried on like 
that of Lower California. One of the great diffi- 
culties encountered is the heavy tides of this 
section of the Pacific, -which prevent steady work. 


There are various other sections of the oceans 


that supply fine pearls, such as the shore of 
Queensland (Australia), the Red sea, New Guinea 
waters, about the island of Madagascar, and 
elsewhere. Generally speaking, an ordinary fish- 
ing boat party expects to secure several tons of 
shells a day, and possibly one shell in a thousand 
contains a pearl. The Mexican waters in which 
fishing is done are from 30 to 60 feet deep, and 
the fleet is active four to six months in the year, 
beginning operations in the autumn. A pearling 
expedition as equipped for the Mexican waters 
often costs ?10,000 to $15,000 to outfit, and pos- 
sibly at the end of the season the catch may not 
be worth half the amount expended. But if no 
mishap occurs to any of .the little vessels the 
supply of mother-of-pearl shells obtained should 
be of sufficient value to repay the general out- 
fitting expenses. 


One of the allied industries of pearl fishing Is 


that of obtaining valuable shells, which we know 
as mother-of-pearl. The latter are found gener- 
ally along with the pearl fisheries; and often 
when no pearls exist within the oyster the shells 
themselves may be of considerable value. 


Mother-of-pearl is defined as the "internal na- 


creous lining of the molluBcan shell." This shell, 
as is well known, is in general use in our homes, 
where It is highly prized for toilet articles, for 
handles to knives, for buttons, and countless 
other services where a high polish and lasting 
qualities are desired. The monks and, other in- 
habitants of Bethlehem are said to be among the 
world's most skilled workers in mother-of-pearl 
shells; the beautiful ornaments that come from 
that ancient city are highly Talued in leading 
cities of Europe and America, 


Pearls in ,the Americas, as in other countries, 


should now be within the reach of those of mod- 
est means. Today in world markets of London, 
Bombay, Paris or La Paz the pearl is selling for 
about half Its ordinary value. 


It is said that pearls from waters of the Amer- 


icas are to he seen In the crowns of most Buro- 


peaii rulers. 
One of the most valuable pearls 


ever obtained in Mexican fisheries was sent to 
Paris and there sold to the emperor of Austria 
for $10,000. On another occasion the government 
of Spain presented tc Napoleon III a black Mex- 
ican pearl valued at $23.000. 
The combination 


tints .of black, blue and green are quite rare, and 
the Mexican and Panama pearls often combine 
these colorings, and apparently have reached 
pearl perfection. 


The 
Venezuelan fisheries produce annually 


more than half a million dollars' worth of pearls 
Many of the world's most beautiful gems have 
come from that country, and it is said that in 
1579 
King Philip of Spain obtained from near 


Margarita island a pearl weighing 250 carats, 
which was variously estimated to be worth from 
$40,000 to $100,000. 
The most perfect pearl in 


the world is said to be "La Pellegrina." a rare 
gem that is preserved In the Zosima museum in 
Moscow; it weighs 28 carats, is globular in form, 
and originally came from Indian waters. 
The 


world's largest pearl is in the Hope collection 
In the Victoria and Albert museum, London. It 
weighs three ounces and has a circumference 
of 4% inches.

"that the American press, with some 
laudable exceptions, especially the 
German-American papers, have not 
succeeded In remaining neutral, but 
the influence of the press upon public 
opinion is sometimes greatly overesti- 
mated 
Doubtless large sections of 


the American people are friendly to- 
ward Germany, whose efficient organi- 
zation is daily \\mnlng friends and 
arousing interest in things German. 


"Ona excellent effect of the war is 


upon German-Americans, who, with- 
out sacrifice of their loyalty to their 
adopted country, have shown strong 
remembrance of their descent, their 
education and their culture 
Beside 


them, on the other Bide of the ocean, 
there are wide circles who sympathize 
with German>." 


Alluding to the discussion over the 


ammunition question, Dr Meyer-Ger- 
hard says' 


' Germans often mistake large am- 


munition orders for filled orders. To 
a large extent such orders are chang- 
ing big factories into ammunition 
works 
This Is regrettable, but the 


writer Is convinced that large parts 
of the American people disapprove 
of it. A popular vote would show a 
considerable majority against 
the 


practice. 


"Germans must discriminate be- 


tween business men accepting orders 
and the great mass of the American 
people. 


"Both people are laboring under en- 


tirely different opinions. Both have 
lived hitherto in peace and friend- 
ship and should continue BO to live. 
There is no real reason for antagon- 
ism existing between them." 


Washington, July 1.—Evidence ac- 


cumulated at the state department 
that concrete plans are in process of 
formation between the United States 
and Germany to reduce to a minimum 
the dangers to American life and prop- 
erty in the German war zone. 


It can be stated as a fact that there 


have been intimations from Germany, 
although not directly from the foreign 
office, that effort is now being made to 
avoid attacks on vessels flying the 
American flag 


It was admitted at the department 


that the United States is now advis- 
ing the German foreign office of the 
date of sailing from America of 
every vessel flying the American flag 
and also ot the approximate time such 
vessels will pass into the German war 
zone.
